Correspondence Between Bismarck and the 
German Consul at Apia- The Object of 
Germany waB to Punish the Murderers 
and Protect the Property of the German 
ReBldentB-The Foreign Consuls Entreated 
to Restore Peace. 



Berlin, Feb. 15.- A White Book, re- 
fetring to Samoa, was laid on the table of 
tho Reichstag to-day, conveying the fol- 
lowing information : In Fob. , 1888, the 
Gorman consul at Apia reported thai. 
American and Englishmen wore trying to 
provoke conflicts, In September last ho 
reported describing tho support given to 
Mataafa by Captain Leary of tho Ameri 
can navy. On January 1st, Count Hor- 
bett Bismarck complained to Secretary 
Bayard that an American, named Klein, 
had taken a prominent part in tho fight- 
ing in Samoa. On January 8th, Count 
Bismarck telegraphed to tho consul at 
Apia, that owing to an agreement with 
America and Great Britain, German 
ANNEXATION OK SAMOA WA i IMPOSSIBLE, 

Later, Count Bismarck informed Bay- 
ard that tho object of the German govern- 
ment was to punish tho murderers of Ger- 
mans and safeguard German property. 
On February 5th ho wrote to the chief of 
I ho admiralty, setting forth that anyone 
who should promote n conflict between the 
rebel Mataafa and tho Germans must take 
tho consequences. In December the 
consul of Apia reported that Mataafa had 
offered to surrender in the presence of 
British and American consuls, but, that of- 
fer had been declined. 

On November tho 2-tth last, Prince 
Bismarck telegraphed to Samoa, instruct- 
ing the Gorman residents that if vindica- 
tion of Mataafa should bo found impos- 
sible they should make tho utmost ad- 
vances toward reconciling that monarch 
to TntMBBso. On Dec. 3rd, Dr. Knappo, 
German vice-consul at Apia, reported that 
the American commander at Apia was 

HTIKIUN'O UP IBB NATIVES 
against the Germans. On December I7th, 
American Consul Blacklock complained 
that drunken sailors from tho Gorman 
man-of-war Olga, had committed outrages 
in Apia, entering houses and wounding 
men and wonion. Knappo reported later 
that the foreigners, especially tho Germans, 
had boon forbidden to interfere, and that 
in conscquenco of this order tho natives 
had become encouraged to stone the 
German sailors, and had destroyed 
a great, deal of German property. Bis- 
marck thereupon notified Knappo that re- 
prisals would ho necessary, but only in 
consonance with tho treaties with Eng- 
land and America. "Because Mataafa 
has made tho assault," he said, "wo inter* 
foro by succoring Tamasese," Bismarck 
chargod Knappo to ontroat tho foreign 
consuls to combine to restore peace.

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" THE WOULD OF CANT." 

Thero aro people in the world who, by 
no moans exemplary in their own lives, 
aro continually finding fault with the con- 
duct of their neighbors. Their judg- 
ments are always harsh. They have not 
a good word to say for any one. Towards 
religious people in particular these social 
censors Hre especially hostile. They give 
them no credit for sincerity. They aro 
perpetually sneering at them and endoa- 
voring to cretite the impression that their 
religion ia nothing but a clonk for wicked- 
ness of nil kinds. The work, the title of 
which is nt the head of this article, is just 
the sort of book to plenso people of this 
kind. It displays throughout a spirit of 
bitter censoriousneas. It ia outrageously 
unjust and scandalously uncharitable. It 
giveB what its author desires to be con- 
sidered a picture of the religious world, 
which is not only not true to life, but the 
tho reverso of truo. The author, who, 
for obvious reasons, does not givo his 
namo, would have his readers believe that 
all who profess and call themselves 
Christians are heartless, selfish hypocrites, 
who have no love for thoir fellow-men, 
and aro ready to commit any act of mean- 
ness or wickedness in order to accomplish 
their own ends. 

The book, too, is publiahed undor i 
false pretense. It is on its titlo pago de 
clared to bo a companion book to "Robert 
Elsmero." To pluce the two books on the 
game level is a more catchpenny trick. 
They nro not to bo compared. " Robert 
Elsmere " is a work of genius and of great 
literary merit. The author's love of good 
nesa, whatever form it may tako or by 
whomsoever practised, is conspicuous on 
almoat every page of tho work. In 
" Robert Klstnere " abstract question*, 
which demand tho attention of every 
thinking man or woman, are discussed 
with ability and some appearance of 
fairness. Tho author in depicting those 
with whom she disagrees shows a kindly 
generous spirit. The "World of Cant' 
is not well written. It has really no liter 
nry merit. It i3 clumsily put togethor 
The author is without delicacy as he ii 
without justice in his treatment of his 
subject, lie is nothing more than 
coarsegrained, unscrupulous, superficial 
fa.ult finder, such as may bo found in any 
free thought club-room on the two con 
tinents. lie does not even represent the 
thoughtful and refined class of sceptics 
h ho are ready to do justice to goodness 
wherover they find it, but he expresses 
the opinions and tho judgments of the 
vulgar, shallow, loud-voiced decriers of 
religion and religionists, who are con- 
tinually endeavoring to make those who 
listen to them believe that the members 
of Christian churches aro not .so good 
they nro themselves. 

That thero is too much cant in tho world 
all aro willing to admit. Even good 
people aro continually using the language 
current in religious circles without having 
any very clear idea of what it mally 
moariH. But under this "cant'' there is 
much, very much genuino unpretending 
go idness. The lives of very many of 
them is a continuous effort to do right, 
and they aro constantly making sacrifices 
for the good of others. Any one who has 
lived in a family where tho language of 
what this writer designates as cant is the 
only one used when religious subjects are 
discussed, knows that it is not a cloak for 
wickedness of any kind, hut the outer 
garment of fervent piety and unpretend- 
ing self-sacrifice. The Quaker who is in 
the habit of saying "thou" and "thee," 
Bnd speaks of being "moved by the 
spirit," is not on that account a hypocrite, 
and the Christian who exhorts his neigh- 
bor to "como to .Jesus" or "to tako tho 
Lord at His word," although ho 
may not have any very clear 
- conception of tho full significance of tho 
phrases ho uses, moat probably fools the 
mOBl ardent desire for tho good of the 
person ho addresses, and may bo ready to 
make great sacrifices to promote his wel- 
fare, To Bet such a person down as in- 
sincere and designing, is unjust and un- 
charitable, and argues a want of experi- 
ence and a weakness of judgment in the 
man who does so. 



ed by the "World cf Cant" will condemn 
at once thoao who use the language which 
it stigmatizes na "cant," and they will 
look with suspicion on all ministers of 
religion and on all members of churches. 
What other infiuonco can a book have 
in which the cloigyinoii who succeed aro 
depicted as abandoned men, who at the 
altar nnd in the pulpit are planning how 
they cau dupe tho unsuspicious and ruin 
tho innocent. Tho principal work of the 
good men of tho author of this series 
of diatribes, which aro loosely strung 
together by a thin thread of narra- 
tive, is to unmask tho scoundrels, 
profligutea and persecutors, who occupied 
tho pulpits and principal offices in Chris- 
tian ohurches. Tha author's experience 
must have baon most unfortunate. All 
his popular preachers aro unmitigated 
rascals, and his lesding churchmon heart- 
less knavos and avaricious wretches. lie 
naver seoins to have met n good man who 
was at the same time an acceptable 
proacher, and he apparently never hoard 
of a deacon or an elder who waa not ready 
to steal anything ho could lay his hands 
on, providedit coultlbo donewithoutmuch 
risk of discovery. Thore is no one 
so prejudiced as not to know that this is a 
libel of the coarsest kind on clargymonand 
church officials. Thore aro clergymen in 
every country, and many of them most 
successful, who can bu oountsd by hun- 
dreds and thousands whoso livos can boar 
tho closest scrutiny. Indeed the more 
closely thoy aro examined tho purer they 
will appear. And there aro office bearers 
in churches who nie not only patturns 
;ood living, but whoso constant aim in 
ifo is to do all the good thoy can to thoir 
fellowmon. These men aro to be found 
connected with ovory good work and every 
charitable institution in evory country in 
Christendom. There are black Bheep 
among both clergymen and otlico-boarers, 
it is true, but although so much is said 
about them, thoy are, aa every candid 
person must admit, the rare exception. To 
endeavor to make men believe that this 
exception is tho rule, as the author of tho 
"World of Cant" doe3, is not tho work of 
a good man, who has for his aim tho im- 
provement of tho world, 

We do not believe that tho "World of 
Cant" ia a dangerous bonk. Its misrepre- 
sentations are too coarse and its vitupera- 
tion too bitter as woll as too unjust to oxoito 
any feeling but disgust in tho minds of 
those who have had any experience of tho 
real world. And there are few so inex- 
perienced as not to know that it does not 
describe religious people as thoy roally 
aro. Any young man who has had a good 
mother, or who has been intimately ac- 
quainted with a religious woman in any 
relation, will seo the monstrous injustice 
which tho author does to Christian wo- 
men. Thoy may have their faults and 
their weaknesses, but the man who does 
not see their many virtuos must be blind 
indued ; and the man who seeing them 
will not admit that they possess them is a 
churl and a bigot, worthy of no man's re 
spect. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Tub Winnipeg Call has disappeared 
from tho nowspapor world. It has died 
of inanition. There ia not room in Win 
llipeg for two morning papors and the 
Call being apparently tho weakor had to 
give way. It was a good papor full of 
news and its editorials were above tho 
average. It was a party paper but was 
not offensively partisan. Tho changes 
that have taken plaeo in tho political situ- 
ation no doubt affected tho Call. Both it 
and the Free Frcst opposed the Provincial 
Government and two opposition morning 
dailies wero too mush bush for so small a 
canoe. Wo aro sorry to see that the Call 
has gone down. Tho Conservatives are 
now without a journalistic mouthpiece in 
Manitoba, for although the Free Press is 
in opposition to tho government of the 
province it ia Liberal as far as Dominioi 
politics are concerned. They will find it 
difficult to establish anothororgan in Win 
nipeg for it has been clearly proved that 
the newspaper business has been overdone 
in thnt city and when once that has boon 
demonstrated it is difficult to got men to 
embark in a new nowspapor enterprise. 

The answer which Col. Prior and Mr. 
Gordon received from the Dominion Pre- 
mier when thoy applied to hare the now 
lino of Pacific mail steamers to call at 
Victoria is that tho wholo matter rests 
with the Imperial auh tori ties, It is hard- 
ly fair that tho Dominion Government, 
whioh is to pay part of the subsidy, is to 
havo no voice in the arrangements. Rep- 
resentations have already been made to 
the Imperial authorities through the 
British Columbia Board of Trade. Would 
it not be woll to strengthen tho represen- 
tation by another memorial from tho citi- 
zens of Victoria end the Island of Van- 
couver in goneral. A public meeting 
might bo held to discuss the matter and 
to decide upon the best courso to be 
adopted. It is not right that the princi 
pal seaport of British Columbia and the 
one nearest tho ocean should be passed 
over in a mnttor of such importance with- 
out an effort on the part of its inhabitants 
to have justice done thorn. Thoy should 
make their wishes known and endeavor, 
if it is possible, to induce the Dominion 
Government to aid thorn in getting the 
stoamships of tho new lino to oall at Vie 
toria.

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DAILY MARKING. 

To The Editor : — The question of daily 
marking in schools lias been so frequently 
of late brought to the notice uf the public 
through tho proas, and has been dealt 
with in such a lieicoly denunciatory stylo 
in certain quniters, that those unacquaint- 
ed with tho subject may possibly be mis- 
led by incorrect statements regarding this 
system. It is accordingly proper that 
some explanation of marking and its ob- 
ject should bo given in order to prevent 
misapprehension. 

At the outset, it is taken for granted 
that there is no dispute as to the propriety 
of applying rewards and punishments as a 
motive to urge pupils to diligent study 
and good conduct. Universally applied 
in schools, they are now looked upon as 
indispensable. 

Many of my readers, on recalling thoir 
school days, must remember the old but 
excellent plan of changing "placos" in 
class, and have, no doubt, a vivid recollec- 
tion of the efforts put forth to gain the 
coveted tirst "place. " This artificial re- 
ward of merit admitted of being used as a 
standard by which the diligence and pro- 
ficiency of each pupil could not unfairly be 
measured and recorded. 

According to one plan most generally 
in use in those days, the rowarJ of "place" 
was given at the moment it was deserved. 
According' to a second plan, a certain 
valuo was attached to tho various "placos" 
held by each pupil for a given time, as a 
week, and at the end of tho week, by 
balancing his merits against his demerits 
an "order of merit'' whs determined for 
tho following week. To do this, teachers 
were required to keep accounts, and thus 
tho marking system was introduced. 

The above-mentioned plan of keeping a 
school record determined tho diligence 
and progress of a pupil by his "place" in 
class, but tho more modern system of re- 
gistration (that used in our schools) is less 
laborious, butter adapted to largo classes, 
and gives not only tho relative position of 
ji pupil in his class, but sets a numerical 
value on each recitation in reference to a 
maximum standard of perfection. Tho 
number usually adopted as a standard is 
"5." Supposing tho pupil to recite les- 
sons in a subject daily, ho will (if able to 
recite to the teacher's entire satisfaction) 
obtain 25 marks for that subject each 
week, or 100 every month— thero being 
about twenty school days in the month. 
Tho principle of tho system is not affected 
by the number of lessons given. 

This system is also available for record- 
ing deportment. If B pupil lias not ro- 
ceived reproof or punishment, he will be 
entitled at tho close of the day to a re- 
ord of "5." 

At the end of each month, the marks 
obtained in deportment and in all sub- 
jects of study are added up and tho sum 
placed under the heading "total." It is 
from this list of totals that an order of 
merit is prepared, and on which is based 
the monthly report of deportment, pro- 
gress, etc., sent to each pupil's parent. 

The daily marking system has boon os- 
tensibly practised in the schools of this 
Province for the last ten years. I say os- 
tensibly practised for that time, because, 
in LSld, teachers were first required by 
statute to send to each pupil's parent or 
guardian a monthly report, stating his de- 
portment, his progress in each branch of 
study, etc. As this report could not be 
properly made out unless bused on "a 
daily record of the work of each pupil in 
all his classes, "a recitation record was al- 
ways furnished to each teacher as a ne- 
cessary part of the sjhool apparatus, each 
page of audi book boing divided into 
spaces for each day of tho month. While 
the great majority of the teachers utilized 
this book in order to make out the 
required monthly reports based on 
daily marking, there were to be 
found sumo who, from inexperience, or 
apathy, made reports from weekly exami- 
nations; others, from semi-monthly exami- 
nations; and still others, to reudor the 
matter less fatiguing, from monthly ex- 
aminations. In very many instances the 
papers were corrected by the pupils them- 
selves, and tlio marks obtained entered 
by them in their own report blanks. In 
addition to all these, there were other 
teachers (few in number) who had a still 
simpler plan of dealing with this problem 
— they assigned marks at random ui the 
Ttsult of a monthly cogitation. 

It is surely not a matter for surprise 
that tho educational authorities, who are 
convinced of tho valuo of a system that 
was being neglected by some uf the teach- 
ers, took eltective means to bring them 
into conformity with the rost. 

No one denies that the marking system 
entails additional labor, not only every 
day, but at the close of each month. If 
a little extra work is demanded, (not more 
than can be accomplished in one. Satur- 
day in the month), teachers should bear in 
mind that they enjoy many advantages 
unknown to their brethren of tho other 
provinces. Hero the hours of teaching 
are much shorter than elsewhere; salaries 
are more liberal, and even paid for vaca- 
tions; indeed, every year brings the 
teacher additional concessions. 

Two of the objects of daily marking 
have now been set forth, viz.; To indicate 
the work of pupils and to assij£. the 
teacher in making trustworthy records 
and reports. But the system has anothei 
application of a disciplinary nature. As a 
reward for diligence and good conduct, 
and as a punishment for sloth and bad 
behaviour the recorded approval or 
disapproval of the teacher has ever 
been found a strong incentive to effort. 
It also reacts upon the teacher. As the 
rosult of eachday'a work must bo recorded, 
and reported at the end of the month, he 
is prompted to do his best in ortler that 
each pupil under Ins charge may Bhow 
satisfactory progress. 

Lastly, the presence of these permanent 
records of the daily achievements of pu- 
pils will materially assist tho Inspector in 
determining the condition of such schools 
as can be visited but once a yoar. The 
tinio at the disposal of the visiting officer 
will not always admit of a thorough ex- 
amination in the branches of study, 
and they will thus have additional data on 
which to form an intelligent judgment of 
the character of the school. 

"Marking is considered a mechanical 
necessity in every well ordered school, 
and, when judiciously used, is a wise edu- 
cational exp client. " Thus declaros 
Baldwin. Our educational authorities, 
in defining the required kind of marking 
to be daily marking are worthy of every 
confidence, and it is tho duty of those un- 
der tho m to comply with their demands 
in this respect. It is inadvisable to allow 
educational "home rule" in every district 
of tho province. 

It was the abuse of marking that 
brought it into disrepute. As at one time 
practised in the older countries it was a 
veritable blight and subordinated every 
effort of the teacher to satisfy its demands 
for absolute accuracy. His whole atten- 
tion was directed to examination; he spent 
i'ttlo time in teaching, und was thua re- 
duced to the degrading position of a mark- 
ing machine. But with tho spread of in- 
telligent views of its application and value 
it has now eomo to bo used as "a wise ed- 
ucational expedient." 

In conclusion, 1 fee] justiliod in saying 
that he who faithfully and intelligently 
uses a system of daily marking for a 
period of one or two years will find it to 
bo such an aid both to himself and his 
pupils that he could not boinducod to dis- 
card it.

KING OF BUNKO-MEN. 

Somo tif the Surcnssful Venturis of tlio 
Notorious Henry Wostbrook. 
Engaging one of the most successful of 
latter-day buuko-mcn in conversation, ii 
Saratoga correspondent of the St. Louis 
< lUibt-Dcmocrat asked him what were the re- 
qulsitos for a successful buuko operation. 
Ho replied: 
•' Throe things are absolutely needful : 
" I. The bunko map must be dressed in 
the height ot fashion! 

"A Hu must have unbounded faith In the 
credulity and gullibility of mankind. 

'•.'t Ho must be of gontoel address and ho 
must huvo sublime audacity. 

" Tho rest is ous., . 1 remember that 'Hun- 
pry Joo.'who was finally 'sent up' by In- 
tpOCtbJ Williams, of Now York, used to 
boast that ho sold a 'gold brick' to ex-Sen- 
ator Gordon, of Georgia, and it is really 
astonishing the number of victims a well- 
dresK.M sharper can corral onto m a year." 

A Philadelphia gentleman, who sat on the 
piazza of the hotel, spoke up and said: "1 
can believe, sir, all you say, for McColgan, 
.vho so long kept a pool room in Philadel- 
phia, was bounced out of .$.'1,000 by a young 
.nan wiio met him in Cincinnati, and played 
no newer racket than tho old oue of buiug 
Mr. Di'c.yoI's nephew." 

My handsome acquaintance, who varied 
the monotony of his story by a visit to the 
long bar room, remarked that ho "didn't 
think there was a 'professional' who would 
stoop to so small an act as to beat McColgan 
out uf 4'.t.iMi!), for a professional bunkoer ul- 
w.iys struck for higher game." He de- 
scribed with minuteness the success which 
attended a celebrated crook who called him- 
self Cyrus Mnitalarid, or Henry Wostbrook. 
Putting his feet on tho piazza, and with a 
lifly-eeut Flora di Cuba between his lips, ho 
told tho story in these words: 

•' Cyrus Maitaland was tho discarded son 
of a great English manufacturer, who lias 
twice boon a motnber of Parliament, and 
who supplied his son's luxurious tastes us 
long as that was possible. Gyrus wus born 
with eligant desires, which nothing less 
than Rothschild's wealth would gratify. 
Crookedness of the erookedest kind caused 
Cyrus to seek American shores. 

" His first Hold of operations was Cape 
May, where he got away with a five thou- 
sand dollar chock from a rich Baltimorean, 
who was so ashamed at being duped by one 
of his own, pretended, townsmen that he 
look care never to loll the tale himself. Hut 
tho Jersey authorities did not take kindly 
to Maitaland or to his heathen Chinee 
Kami's. The police force could not bo in- 
duced 'to stand in with him,' as the saying 
goes, and ho was glad to get away from tho 
Cape, 

" Maitaland's favorite alias was Henry 
Wostbrook. One cool morning m early July 
the register of the Choptank House bore on 
its pages in a bold, dear, commercial hand 
the name of 'Hunry Wostbrook. ' Ho brought 
letters— they wore in u good business bund, 
for ho had written thorn himself— from some 
of the leading people in Baltimore. Ho had 
the lluest drag, pulled at a 2:40 gate on At- 
lantic avenue by tho linest chestnut colt in 
oil Atlantic County. For a mouth West- 
brook devoted himself to tho social graces 
only, and happy the •Choptank' maiden that 
had tho afternoon 'call' fur a drive behind 
the high-stepping chestnut 

"In August wealth and fashion had 
poured into the big city by tho sea. Tins 
wus Wcstbrook's time. He rode less in the 
afternoon, saying ho was engaged m 'hang- 
ing some valuable pictures bis uncle had 
sent him from Paris.' His first victim was 
a Baptist deacon, who was accosted by name, 
the hotel register of the Mansion disclosing 
his" identity. Ho examined VVestbrook's 
'pictures' to his sorrow, and Deacon Rogers' 
first hour with his swell friend cost, him 
tS.OOOlu cash and f-1,000 in checks, allot' 
which ho paid rather thau be brought out as 
a 'squealer' in the public prints. 

"Still Wostbrook continued the idol of tho 
'Choptank' maids und dowagers, and a rich 
Ironmonger fell into his net and left behind 
t-l,UUt) in cash and a check for $5,000. The 
iron man first took a hand at the game, at i 
which the greenhorn is llrst allowed to j 
win, with n 'dead sure thing' that the next I 
time ho puts up cash or check he is sure to 
lose. A not infrequent trick of Wcstbrook's 
was to profess to tear up a large check and 
accept a small one, which always ended tn 
Mr. Bunko Man's keeping buili cheeks, 
which sooner or later turned up against 
the victim's bank account, unless the loser 
stopped tho chocks. 

"The iron man did not worry over his 
01,000 loss, but tho S5,000 check struck him 
hard, and ho telegraphed his bank in Phila- 
delphia, one of the strongest financial in- 
stitutions in tho city, to slop payment. 
This brought the iron monarch's name into 
the papers, and Wostbrook, on the arrival 
of the ten a. m. train at Atlantic City, was 
named us the somewhat celebrated bunko 
sharp of Baltimore and New York, Thu 
'Choptank' maidens straightway cut him 
dead, and tho brightest of the lair bevy of 
beauty took an immediate train to Balti- 
more. 

"But bold as aKumidian lion and. strange 
to say, entirely fearless of the city author- 
ities, Wostbrook determined to make a bold 
dash for big game before the eitv by the sea 
got loo hot to hold him,' At the bathing 
hour the quiet but well-dressed gentleman 
from Baltimore addressed Treasurer 
Horner, of the P., B. & W. railroad, saying 
he was nn old friend of his suns. The treas- 
urer, a grand old man of seventy summers, 
was delighted with the frankness of his 
new-made friend, and willingly accom- 
panied him to his picture gallery on Atlan- 
tic avenue. 

"By some subtle alchemy which the 
young often oxercise over the old, tho 
treasurer tried his luck, and went out of 
tho •picture' gallery leaving t200 cash in 
Wcstbrook's pocket and u check for $T,000. 

"The treasurer's son got wind of it, stopped 
tho check, and after a lively lawsuit, m 
which Lawyer Page and Thomas 11. Die Id 
defended against the check, tho bunko men 
gavo up tho light und gave up the check. 

"Maitaland drifted, like so many of his 
class, to New York, und falling into a bad 
streak of luck, was found one morning at 
tho Grand Central Hotel with the gas 
turned on— and life's iltful fevor was

Already tho plans 
have boon drawn for a large number of 
new residences in every quarter of tho 
city, to cost anywhere from $2,000 to 
$25,000. New business blocks will also 
erected during 1880, in number and 
beauty unequalled in any past.year of the 
city's history. As yet the architects are 
not in a position to give n, list of the 
buildings to be erected, and only those to 
bo coniuioneed immediately can be men- 
tioned, 

Ground has alrondy been broken for a 
new brick block at tho corner of Douglas 
and Pandora streets. On Broughton 
street the workmen are engaged upon the 
foundation of a new and roomy briok 
warehouse for Mr. John Weiler. Fur- 
ther down the street, at the corner of 
Wharf, Messrs. McKillican and Ajidorson 
aro to oroct a large brick planing mill. The 
three-storey brick hotel, with a frontage 
on both Yates and Broad streets, plans 
for which wore preparod last year, will be 
pushed to completion before the year is 
out, and will, without doubt, be the finest 
building on tho street. 

Mr. D. Sponcor, anxious always to 
meet tho requirements of tho times, will 
build a brick extonsion to the " Arcado" 
showrooms, with a second entrance on 
Broad street. Mr. Win. Heathorn in- 
tends adding a three storey roar addition 
to his block, which will front upon Lang- 
ley street. Across tho road from the 
present shoe factory, the row of unsight- 
ly, flat, antiquated buildings will disap- 
pear to make room for a handsome threo 
story business block, as thoroughly mod- 
orn as tho present buildings aro old 
fashioned in appearance. At tho cornor 
of Government street and Trounce alley 
another substantial block will take its 
stand, possibly extending to Broad street.

PUBLIC MEETIiSO AT COMOX. 

A mooting of tho electors of Comox dis- 
trict was held h North Comox schoolhouse 
on Friday, the 8th inst., to discuss the 
ways and moans of spending the annual 
appropriation to better advantage, and to 
ask the government for a special grant to 
lepair tho Courtenoy river bridge, and 
mako a road to the Union coal mines from 
a point at the said bridge. 

Mr. S. Crawford was appointed chair- 
man, and Mr. Smith Tompkins secre- 
tary. 

The chairman having called tho meet- 
ing to ordor, stated the object of the 
meeting, and referred to tho need of a 
now bridge, with stone approaches, and 
the woodwork covered with a roof and 
painted to protect it from the weather. 
He did not wish to cast any reflection on 
the road commissioner, but, said he, we 
want our road money spent earlier, and 
wo want a new road to tho coal mines. 
Our representative did nothing for us last 
year. I bolievo I could have more in- 
fluence than him, because 1 am acquiuted 
with tho mombers there and 1 would not 
attempt to tight when I knew I could not 
win. 

Mr. Alex. Urquhart said: I believe if 
wo will bring our need of more money 
properly before the govenimont they will 
give us a grant. I have Boon it stated in 
papers that our roads and bridges were in 
a good state of repairs. This conveys a 
wrong conception and the party reporting 
such should be consurod. 

Mr. Samuel Pierey said wo had no one 
to blame for the present state of our roads 
and bridges but ourselves. We should 
take more interest in our public affairs. 
Wo need a road to the mines. That is 
where our market is now, and we should 
have one common interest in getting a 
road there. We want a now system of 
spending our grants— tho monoy is ours. 
We are the government. I believe wo 
should Appoint men ourselves to spend 
tho monoy, say we would have three com- 
missioners for this district and thoy spend 
the money. Thoir term of offico to be 
one year and if they gave satisfaction we 
would keep them longer. 

Several other gentlemen present also 
spoke of tho necessity of a new bridge and 
a road to the mines, and favored tho ap- 
pointment of threo commissioners to judi- 
ciously spend the district appropriation. 

The following ru.solution was unanim- 
ously passed— moved by A. Urquhart, 
seconded by Mr. MoPhee and Mr. J. 
Greaves: 

That wheareas our bridges aro in an un- 
safe condition — tho one on the Courtenoy 
river being condemned for sevoral months 
by order of tho government. 

And whereas a road to the Union Mines 
from the point at Urquhart's mill is an 
absolute necessity. 

Resolved — "Wo ask the govornmont to 
grant us at once a sum of money sufficient 
to build a road to tho mines and repair or 
rebuild tho bridge across the Courtoney 
river, and that a copy of Hub resolution 
bo forwarded to the Houso." 

On motion a vote of thanks was tender- 
ed the chairman nnd socretary for their 
services in this meeting. 

On motion the chairman was requested 
to call another meeting of the electors in a 
month from this date to further discuss 
public affairs. 

The meeting then adjourned, thereby 
closing ono of the most harmonious public 
meetings that has beon held in Comox for 
a long time,
